A writer in the Harper's Monthly, 
treating of tlic proposed Intcr-Ocpaiiic 
canal, enters into eluborate calcula- 
tions to show the vast amount of coni- 
. niercaj'tat would bo tributary to the 
enterprise. Ho estimates that from 
. ''■^'I'fivo to six million tons of freight an- 
tiually. or nearly twico the amount 
passing through "the Suez canal, would 
procRcJ to its destination by this route. 
Hr puts down 1,000,000 tons of wheat 
as the amount which the Pacilic States 
wiir fiend to Europe, and the passage 
; v «^of^tbe shipping;, both ways, will give 
"-■ITtlie canal 2,000,000 tonnngo. The 
coasting trade between the Atlantic 
and Pucitic States is rcL-koiied at an- 
other -million of tonnage. The tua 
trade between -Eastern Asia and . Eu- 
rope and the Atlantic States seeking 
. .■ "this channel will require 100,000 tons 
"of shipping. The Australian trade is 
put down at 300,000 tons, and the 
guano trade and other commerce of the 
Pacitic Spanish American countries is 
reckone'd'^'at. another iniUion. The 
Wri'ter points out that Pacific coast 
wheat, which is now four months in 
transit to Liverpool, could bo for- 
warded i'i!X the canal in about three 

■ Weeks, which would save England 
annually a million sterling in freight. 
On the other baud considerable eseite- 
menb has rec^^ntly been manifested in 
"Washington political circles for fear 
the grant of Colonibia to Dt: Lessets 
for the construction of an inter-oceanic 
sluji canal, will he a violation of the 
MoN'KOE doctrine, by peraiitting for 
eign nation to get a foot-hold on the 
A.uericuii coucineut. 'I'lieir an.\iety 
has been soiuHwhat appeased, howevtn-, 
by another arithmetical article which 
.latf!lyappeared,dcmon^tratiiiff thatifthe 
maximum estimated figure t f tonnage

■ veatmnnt. x^o eiit<,rpriso is therefore 
considered in many quarters chimerical, 
and it is doubted .f it will ever progress 
to any cousiderahlo extent. Perhaps 
it is this belief which has prompted 
Oa])tain Eadks to come forward with 
his plan, which contemplates the con- 

^1 sfcrnotion of a ship railway over the 
-^■^lutliinuVof Darien, from tlio Atlantic 
-to the Pacitic. A bill ia before Con- 
' gress to incorporate a Company to 
carry out bis project. The organiza- 
tion is to be known as the "Inter- 
Oceanic Tran.sit Company." Ho asks 
from the Government she loan of • two 
ships to assist him in his preliminary 
' operations. It remains to be seen 
whether the Congressional mind will 
regard this scheme as practicable or 
not. Captain Eades, however, has 
gained a re[)utation in connection witii 
his jetties and other works, and this 
may assist him to get a favorable hear- 

EMPLOYMES'T FOR IDLE 
STEAMERS. 

Alluding to the late depression in 
trade wdiioh throw out of employ- 
ment many steamers, especially tugs, 
The Colonies and India remarks that 
it has been [jroductive of the establish- 
ment of quite a new branch of the fish- 
ing industry. Finding their vesiels 
lying idle, the owners and captains of 
many cf thorn tried the experiment of 
employing them as "trawlers," — i.e. in 
fishing by means of tlio beam-trawl, a 
largo purse-like net, which is dragged 
• along the bottom of the sea, and catch- 
es the soles, turbot, and other fiat fish 
which lie there. The experiment prov- 
ed unusually successful, and the steam 
V ^trawlers, |bwug inclependont of wind 
1 * 'and tide, found they were able to fish 
in all weathers and in all directions, 
while the sailing smacks, relying only 
on the wind for their means of pro|)ul- 
sion, were limited to particular times 
and places and often unable to go out 
to sea.ab all. . So.great has been the 
SUCCC8SS of the tugs thus temporarily 
employed in fi.shiiig, that steam vessels 
are being built and titled specially for 
this particular industry, and a revolu- 
tion in this branch of the fishing trade 

". ■ is tlireatenifd, as important as 
tliat which occurred in ship- 
ping generally after the intro 
duct<ion<,of^oceau-going steamers. These 
"facts are of importance to our Colonies 
wh(!re the fishinj; grounds frequently 
lie at a greater distiuue from the cen- 
tres of population than is the case in, 
this country, and wlicre the calling of 
a fisherman is not so largely pursued 
as it is in England. In sueh cases the 
equipment of 8tea>n trawlers would be 
of ininiensu benefit. Indeed, coasting 
Vessels of all kinds might be su)ipliecl 
with a trawl, the coat of which is in- 
significant-, anil which might be let 
down on suitable ground, i. e. sand or 
muddy bottoms, as occasion served. In 
' this way a haul of fish could be pro- 
cured with little ditiiculty and less ex- 

' . peuse.

WONDERFUL DEYELOP^IEET. 



The development of the NVest has 
been wonderful beyond measure. 
Twenty eight years ago the product of 
that region was but two-fifths of the 
crop of ;tll«, Atlantic coast; now it is 
more than' double. In 1878 the Wes- 
tern States and teritories alone pro- 
duced upward of 332,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, an amount exceeding by 175- 
000,000 bushels the average annual 
wheat crop of the country prior to 
18G5.

— At a 
quarter to six this morning a fire broke 
out in the coal yard near the corner of 
Greenwich and Taylor streets, and 
spread Avith such rapidity that a gen 
eral alarm was turned on.

on Taylor street, and a house on the 
southwest corner of Greenwich street 
and Roach alley wnre badly damaged. 
Other surrounclinc: property was more 
or less injured by the beat and watei*. 
Tho loss will prot).iblv aggregate S2.0,- 
000. 

San Francisco, March 14. — Henry 
F. Merrill, a member ofCo. D., 'lib 
(Nevada) artillery, was drowned in the 
bay last night, 

The second mate of tho British bark 
Higbtlyer, lying at Bealo street wharf, 
fell from tb« rail last night and was 
drowned. 

San Francisco, March' 15. — Tho 
fire on the steamer City of Sydney was 
extinguished at an early hour this 
morning. Tho damage is confined to 
tho compartment in which the lire 
origiiiuted, and will not, it is tlioiiglit, 
exceed §10,000 on cargo. Tho ship is 
Tery little injured, and can bo made 
ready for sea in a day or two. A sur 
vey will bo held to-day, when definite 
conclusions will bo reached. The (iro 
is believed to have originated in a lot 
of oil skin clothing by spontaneous 
combustion. A survey of the steamer 
this afternoon shows that her depar- 
ture will be delayed probably until 
Saturday. 

EASTERN" STATES. 

O-UAHA, March 13.— Count Ferdin- 
afid DeLessoj .s, accompanied by Lieut 
H. Slouue of tho French navy and 
general secretary of the inter-oceanic 
canal, Abel Courveux, engineer of the 
commission, JIarcel Gallay and A. 
Dauprat, secretary of ]\[. DeLesseps, 
pa.ssed through to-day for San Fran- 
cisco where M, DeLesseps will remain 
for three or four days during which 
time he will meet prominent citizens of 
San Francisco in consultation upon 
tho inter-oceanic canal.

He regards New York and 
San Franci.sco as tho two places most 
interested in tho canal project.

Denver, March 16. — The Repub- 
lican's Alamoza special says: Reliable 
information of late Indian depreda- 
tions have just beeu received.

have news of a terrible Indian massacre 
near the Blue mountains. Joe La- 
come, Joe Chanes, Put Kane, Bill 
Trinbrons, Dave Stockhauinier, and 
sever.al others were killed. Several 
bodies have been found and buried. 
There is great excitement in Ames 
valley. Tho above named parties were 
in the locality of tho massacre, having 
gone recently on a prosjjecting tri]).

New We-stiiinster, Miirch 18. — The 
Judge's charge occiipietl nearly two houra 
In delivery and was listened to by a crowd- 
ed court room attentively. Tho .iddross 
was rcmarlcablo for eleiU'Dcss ar.d force. 
His Lordship chiirgod heavily against tlie 
prisoners, including .\rchie, tho ymingost, 
wlioni ho pronounced a'i rcsponsilile in the 
eyes of tho law a.s if ho v.'cro a full-grown 
man. Ilia Lordshi;) conipliniontod the 
Bcttlors upon having refrained from the 
e.xerciso of lynch law in an hour uf exa.s- 
per.ation and lioat and said that Bi-itish 
law had triumphed in tho safe delivery of 
tho prisoners to tho authorities. 
'iWliile the Judge was describing tho 
cruel method of Usshcr's murder Hure, 
who had obsorvcci from the first a stuical 
demeanor, was scon to hide hi.> fiicu bo- 
hind Ilia left liand and finally to drop hia 
face on Ilia breast while liis franie shook 
with emotion.

Carried 
fresh N.E. trades ;us far as San Franoiaco, 
thence to this port h id strong, variable 
winds from N.E. and N. W. When off the 
Canary Islands she spoko tho British bark 
Polar Star, bound from Liverpool to Val- 
paraiso, and oil' Cape Horn spoko a French 
bark which left Bordeaux for San Fran- 
cisco on Oct. 30th. Tho only vessel seen 
on tho way up from the Horn was a large 
homeward bound ship — name not ascer- 
tained. The Sylhet will be towed along- 
side at daylight to-morrow morning and 
will commeneo to disohargo as soon us 
her hatches have been surveyed.

Wasuinoto.v, March 14. — Professor 
Baird has dotorminod to set at rest the 
difi'ercncea in opinion that have been ox- 
pressed so decidedly by authorities in re- 
gard to tho relative importance of the 
Alaska cod fisheries, as compared with 
those of Nuwfoundland and Labrador. 
Many who have been up there doclaro 
that the eastern cod banks are so superior 
in extent and qutility of tho catch, that 
those of Alaskan waters are insignificant 
and others assort directly to the con- 
trary. Therefore Mr. T. H. Bean, an as- 
sistant of the tlsh commission and an ex- 
pert, will sail in tho coa:itsurvey schooner 
Tuconia or Alaska, next May, from San 
Francisco, specially charged with this in- 
vestigation, and as he will bo the first fish 
expert to visit Alaska, tho results will be 
of much public interest.

— A confer- 
ence of great importance in its bearings 
upon tlio present condition of affairs in the 
c'ty was held at the Maj'or's office this af- 
tornoon botwccu Mayor Kalloch, ropro- 
aen ting tho. w.orkingmon, and, a number 
o"f prominent citizens, bankers, niorchants, 
etc., on tho [lart of tho citizens' protec- 
tive union.

To THE Editor of The Colo.vist: — 

From this remote and frozen district, 
contributing large revenues to the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, 
I beg to drop you a linb. It is just one 
year ago since wo had a mail ; can yon 
inform us if there is any liklihood of our 
getting one this winter. Y'estorday two 
Indians arrived from Victoria via Wrangol 
and brought us a few letters; only what 
was handed to them by any of ourfrioiias, 
tho few of us who received any had to 
pay pretty well for the luxury. Our let- 
tors, and oven circulars cost us Jl each, 
loss a fow which wero contracted for by 
Mr, Luvoll at 50o, each. Wo have had no 
papers or any communication from the 
outside world since September 1879 ; we 
are paying heavy taxes, licences etc. and 
cannot get a letter up or down for less 
than SI. Tho Postoifice Inspector has 
Very kindly furnished Mr. Lovell and 
Messrs. Olcarihuo'and Carson with fifty to 
seventy dollars worth of st.%mp3 to sell 
and no mail in tho country. 

The people aro taking very strongly 
abotit refusing to pay any nioro taxes, 
duties etc. unless they get something in 
return. All parties going down tho river 
have resolved not to carry any Govern- 
ment letters for less than ^5 cash in ad- 
vance. Private letters they will take free. 
Tlie only chance the ofHciuls have in order 
to get their letters down cheaj) is to 
Kinugglo them, or come out with §25, 
neither of which they will do. Such a 
state of things in a district which returns 
about 880,000 por year revoniie to tho 
Coveriunont is unbearable. We have a 
murderor in jail for over two years with- 
out a trial and another sentenced to 
death last summer whom wo arc keeping 
at an expense of .i,bout S250 per month, 
all the winter, for the death warrant to 
come up. One month's keep of this mur- 
derer (Johnson) would give us at least 
five mails by responsible Indian carriers 
in case they could not got white men to 
do it for the same. Our stores are anj'. 
thing but well supplied. Not a pound of 
sugar, Hour, butter, bacon or hams, is to 
be had at any' price. Ooal oil and can- 
fllos'nro things of tho past. Some are 
grinding wheat in coffee mills ; others 
are eating cracked corn and frozen pota- 
toes, Tho hotels are all closed here, for 
want of grub. Travellera have to take 
pot hick in any miner's cabin who may 
ask them in. 

Tho weather has been intensely cold for 
six weeks past, tho thermometer averaged 
35° below zero, several days from GO" to 
78° boloW zero. All vegetables have per- 
ished. From 80 to ,?8 is offered for a 
sack of flower. Beef, beans and rice arc 
plentiful, that is there is enough to last 
until spring, A good many people have 
been frozen* more or loss, somo their 
hands, some their cheeks and others their 
foot and cars. Wo have received no 
nuua fi'jiu the iiiiiiL-s niiieu last fall. 
Eyory one is looking forward to the for- 
lorn hope, Bowen Creek. Tho people up 
hero want fire-arms and ammunition for 
self protection. Should the prisoner John- 
son not be hung before the miners all 
leave here in tho spring, tho fow people 
who remain will stand in a bad position.

They rescued her 
and brought hei homo; the United 
States Government bought her for ^30,- 
000, fitted her up completely, manned 
her nnd .sent her to England to be de- 
livered to the Queen as u token of na- 
tional good-will and [lersoiial respect to 
her as a woman. Her Majesty and 
Princo Albert received tlie gift in per- 
.son, the occasion was made as marked 
and public us possible, and a ]-)icturoof 
the presentation was ordered for the 
private gallery at "Windsor. Now that 
the old ship is to be destroyed, Her 
iMajesty propo.ses to return the little 
courtesy. A dinner set is to bo made 
from the timbers and presented to the 
Government„of tho United States.
